In our telegraphic dispatches will be 


found an account of the shooting at Sain 
Louis, on yesterday, of Band, the St 
Elmo murderer. It is now known that this 
desperate man culled ut the America! 
iJxpruss olliee, in this city, nearly two 
weeks ago, to get a valise that he had 
ordered sent here from a puwn-broker's 
office in St. Louis. Mr. Werner, the agent 
had been posted by the officers in this city 
with a description of the man, who ou 
account of advices they had received, 
they supposed would cull for the valise 
hero. Mr. W,, or the clerk who was in 
the office, at once recognized him, anil 
told him that the valise Iliad been returned 
to St. Louis, at the same, time making all 
haste to notify the olHucrg of this city of 
the piesenco of the man so that he might 
be captured here, but before the officers 
arrived the man had left, and the most 
thorough watching and searching fulled 
to got any truce of him. The probability 
is thut he suspected something wrong 
and. loft the oily in the most clandestine 
manner possible. 


After this nothing more was seen of 


him until Wednesday of this week, when 
he entcied-the express olBce again, and 
probably discovering from the appear- 
ance of Mr. Werner that he was recog- 
nised, left ut once without oven calling 
for his vulisc. 
The officers vrcre notified 


1 once, but as in Hie other case failed to 
get upon his track in anyway.^ 


Some three weeks ago Mr. Werner, the
